Jeruwralem Post Reporter 
ASHDOD, — Running-in of the 
Ashdod oil refinery will start at 
the beginning of next month, the 
Manager, Moshe Bar-an, told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday.

200 more rooms 
approved for 
Intercontinental

The Ministerial Committee on 
Jerusalem yesterday approved the 
addition of 200 rooms to the Inter- 
continental Hotel on the Mount of 
Olives. 

According to a report on Israel 
Radio, the approval, which would 
double the hotel's capacity, was 
given over the objections of Dr. 
Zerah Warhaftig, Minister for Re- 
ligious Affairs. Religious circles 
object to the expansion of the hotel 
on the ground that its construction, 
under the Jordanian regime, had in- 
volved building a road over part of 
the Jewish cemetery on the hill, 

The area on which the addition 
is to be built, to the rear of the 
present building, is not part of the 
cemetery grounds.

He made no mention of 
casualties among students, 
of whom were reported by the of- 
ficial Middle Hast News Agency to 
have been hospitalized in the 
clashes, 

The renewed clashes are believ- 
ed to have led to scores of arresta 
jn both student ard non-student 
circles. The Egyptian authorities 
heave acknowledged the arrest of 
152 persons, of whom 141 were 
yvounded up following last month's 
student riots which led to the 
closure of the country's five uni- 
versities. 

This week's renewed student un- 
rest has been brewing since the 
Egyptian campuses were reopened 
10 days ago.

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U.S. money experts 
hail devaluation 


NEW YORK (UPI). — Bankers and 
economists acrosa the U.S. yesterday 
indicated support for the devalua- 
tion of the dollar and the chief 
economic adviser to Presidents 
Kennedy and Johuson said the 
move signalied an end to the current 
world monetary crisis. 


“The crisis is over and there's 
none in sight for some time to 
come,” former presidential adviser 
Walter W. Heller said yesterday. He 
said the devaluation will stimulate 
U.S. exports and “remove the shroud 
of international monetary crisis and 
speculation that was really hiding 
the basic strength of the 
economy.” 

He said it was “surprising” to 
him that the, rest of the world 
would accept such a large devalua- 
tion.

Excerpts 
of Shultz 
speech 


WASHINGTON (AP). -~ Here are 
excerpts of the statement by U.S. 
Treasury Secretary George P. 
Shultz announcing devaluation of 
the dollar Monday night: 

The U.S. as do other nations, 
recognizes the need to reform and 
strengthen the framework for in- 
ternational trade and investment. 
That framework must support our 
basic objective of enhancing the liv- 
ing standards of ell nations. 

It must encourage the peaceful 
competition that underlies economic 
progress and efticlency. It must pro- 
yide scope for each nation —while 
sharing in the mutual benefits of 
trade — to respect its own institu- 
tions and its own particular needs. 
Tt must incorporate the fundamental 
truth that prosperity of one nation 
should not be sought at the expense 
of another. 

This great task of reform js not 
for one country alone, nor can it 
be achieved in a single step. 

In recent months we have seen 
disquieting signs. Our own trade has 
continued in serious deficit, weaken- 
Ing our external financial position. 
Other nations have been slow in 
eliminating thelr excessive surpluses, 
thereby contributing to uncertainty 
and instability. In recent days, cur- 
rency disturbances have rocked the 
world exchange markets. Under the 
pressure of events, some countries 
have responded with added restric- 
tions, dangerously moving away 
from the basic objectives we seek. 

In consultation with our trading 
partners and in keeping with the 
basic principles of our proposals for 
monetary reform, we are taking a 
series of actions designed to achieve 
three interrelated purposes... 

FORMAL REDUCTION 

First, the president ts requesting 
that the Congress authorize a fur- 
ther realgnment of exchange rates. 
This objective will be sought by a 
formal 10 per cent reduction in 
the par value of the dollar. 

Consultations with our leading 
trading partners in Europe assure 
me that the proposed change in the 
par value of the dollar is accept- 
able to them, and will'therefore be 
effective immediately in exchange 
rates for the dollar in international 
markets, The dollar will decline in 
value by about 10 per cent in 
terms of those currencies for which 
there is an effective par value, for 
example the Duetsch mark and the 
French franc.

Labour training 

New industries require new invest- 
ments, and in Israel, where labour- 
ers’ mobility is limited, the training 
of new labour forces as weli New 
industries require the 2cquisition oF 
know-how as well as the expendi- 
ture of large sums on establishing 
them. By buying an exisdng firm 
which hag rot been profitable and 
putting it on its feet, many of 
these expenses are avolded, Σὲ is hard 
te estimate whether, from the eco- 
noms's point of view, this is ἃ 
more expensive or a cheaper me- 
thod of industria! development. 

As for the “pioneering” involved in 
establishing a new industry, this too 
is not quite clear. If the idea is to 
establish plants in development areas 
for purposes of population redistri- 
bution, then the Government has 
gone about implementing this policy 
in an economic way by granting 
financial incentives to new enter- 
prises in development areas. This 
policy 15 carried out with the help 
of economic tools and without neut- 
ralizing the profit motive. 

If it is Mr. Saharov’s intention to 
develop industries which, by their 
very mature, cannot be profitabie 
Curing their initial perioé of opera- 
tion, the Government has establish- 
ed & Ministry for Developmezt for 
this very purpose. In theory, the ub- 
jective of this Ministry is to chan- 
mei capita! into such industries, 
since private capital will not be at- 
tracted to thert. 

The task of 2 concern owned by 
sharehoiders who expect 2 return on 
their investment is not to deal in 
deveiopment policy, but rather to en- 
sure thet return. 


Not ducking 


Industria} devélopments are ine 
Government's responsibility es long 
es they cannot attract capital muti- 
vated by profit. It is strange, there- 
fore, to aceuse Clal of ducking 
pioneering responsibility. In point of 
fact, Clal is not meant to engage 
in industria! development Just asa 
shoe factory is not expected to 
manufacture lighting equipment, so 
an investment company motivated 
by profit cannot be expected to de- 
velop industries which are not pro- 
fitable in their initiai stages. 

The advantages of estzblishing an 
investment company He in the eco- 
momics of scale. In the field of 
finance, a large company acts as 
8. maguet for attracting investment 
money from both within the country 
and abroad. The interest of Jews 
abroad in investing in an Israeli 
com; increases in direct propor- 
tton to that company's Size. More- 
over, ἃ large company has the 
advantage of attracting top level 
menagement personnel and using 
the most progressive techniques of 
planning and control. 

The third advantage in size lies 
in marketing. With’ the opening of 
big markets in Europe and the Far 
Bast, and with the recent ex- 


pansion of the Common Market, the 
importance of an aggressive mar- 
keting policy becomes even greater. 
There is no doubt that the compe- 
titive possibilities of a large com- 
sany on these matkets is far great- 
er than that of a small one, 

Tne fourth edvantage Hes in the 
technological developments and mo- 
eera production methods which lead 
te capitel intensive processes of pro- 
duction. Thic is the general aim 
of production all over the world 
and cnly those concerns enjoying 
great financi2l resources will be able 
te keep up with the pace of tech- 
nologicai development and aggres- 
sive marketing. This Is the eco- 
nomic logic which Mes δὲ the root 
of 2 big company iike Clal. 

We have for years been hearing 
that the Israel economy suffers from 
atomization at the production end 
on the one hand, and ΞΔ mar- 
kets on the other. The argument 
is thet small markets encourage 
the existence of smell factories, and 
these, because of their size, cannot 
be efficient. To extricate oneself 
from this viclous circle at the 
market end, one must develop ex- 
ports; and from the production 
enc, ane must copsodlidate the 
means of production and 
tionalize their usage. We are there- 
fore surprised by Mr. Krivine's cri- 
ticism of the growth and size of 
companies like Clal. 


No monopoly 

There is here no question of creat~ 
ing a monopoly in a specific field, 
On the contrary, Clal's policy tends 
to diversify investments and risks, 
Hrivine also criticizes Clal for offer- 
ing combined services: 

“Inside Cla! itself, one hand helps 
the other, A subsidiary called Tash- 
gir takes goods out of customs. 
Whether they are the best agent 
you can find is not the only point: 
another point is that if you use 
Tashgir, this wil! help to secure 
you credit from another subsidiary 
calied Masach. And if you want 
credit from Masach, it comes easier 
if you do your insuring through 
Cialbit.” 

These combined services are the 
result of 2 philosophy of vertical 
integration, which is not only a 
wise business policy, but also an 
important service to the customer. 
Allowing him ὁ do all his shop- 
ping under one roof is a positive 
service, 

In conclusion, I must say that I 
am somewhat surprised by the spi- 
rit of Mr. Krivine’s criticism. We 
are all witness to the need for 
rationalization of production pro- 
cesses, to the strengthening of our 
competitiveness on international 
markets, to transforming production 
into becoming’ more capital intensive 
to the possibilities of using modern 
techniques of management. Why, 
then, do we find in Mr. Krivine's 
article the proposition that: “Small 
services should be left to the small 
man, the immigrant, the specialist 
in these activities. Clal should be- 
come a specialist in big industry.” 

The logic of this phil , if fol- 
lowed to its conclusion, is: Small 
services to small people; small peo- 
ple in a small country. In my 
opinion, the logic of economics works 
in exactly the opposite direction. 
Universal development today dictates 
to the Israel economy the unifica- 
tionof companies, for all the reasons 
I-have mentioned above.

They point 
to recent successes in the Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks and the agreements on non- 
proliferation and Berlin, and expect equal δ» 
ceas over the coming Zuropean Security 
Conference and the Conference on Mutual and 
Balanced Force Reduction. Both these confer- 
ences are concerned with Central Europe and 
there is a danger that the U.S.S.R. will use the 
first as a propeganda platform and dig its 
heels in over the second, which is by far the 
most important if a general reduction of ax 

ments 15 to be achieved. 


While these discussions continue over the 
central front, the flanka tend to be overlooked 
— especially by the West. The Cuban crisis 
of 1962 forced the Soviet Union to recognize 
the importance of sea power and, since then, 
it has rapidly expanded its maritime potential 
in all respects: surface and underwater, alr, 
mercantile, fishing and hydrographic. Already 
the Soviet nuclear submarine force is larger 
than those of all the Western Allies put toge- 
ther; Russia has the most modern surface fleet 
and is well on the way to becoming the 
largest maritime power in the world. 

The leaders of the U.S.S.R. appreciate that 
Nato's weakness for the next 10 to 15 years 
will be its need to import ofl — over half of 
Europe's oil imports coming from the Persian 
Gulf around the Cape of Good Hope. Nato 
today is not in a position to defend these 
vital tankers against a Soviet submarine fleet 
of some 390 vessels, 105 being nuclesr-powered, 
60 armed with nuclear ballistic missiles and 68 
armed with cruise missiles, During World War 
TT, the ratio of German submarines to Allied 
anti-submarine vessels was one to 5.9; today the 
ratio between Soviet submarines and Nato anti- 
submarine vessels is one to 1.6. Today’s aub- 
marine is very different from those of 1939-45, 
When the North Atlantic Treaty was signed 
in 1949, the Southern boundary was fixed at 
the Tropic of Cancer — then the range of a 
conventional Soviet submarine; today’s nuclear 
submarines can circumnavigate the world 
without surfacing! 


Four fleets 


The potential threat to vital Western supply 
lines may well be the motive behind both the 
Soviet’s expressed desire for détente in Central 
Europe and the immense expansion of its 
Maritime power. If so there is a serious threat 
to three key areas — Northern Norway, the 
Middle East oilfields and the Cape route, 

The Soviet Navy is divided into four fleets: 
the Northern based on the Kole Peninsula, 
the Baltic, the Black Sea and the Pacific, The 
Northern Fleet contains the largest number of 
submarines and the most modern werships 
which, in order to break out into the deep 
waters of the Atlantic, have to pass between 
Norway and Iceland or Iceland and Greentand. 
Every effort is therefore being made to weaken 
the allegiance of Norway and Iceland to Nato.
